Sunglass  lenses: 
JS  plans  controls 

Only  impact-resistant  lenses 
will  be  permitted  in  sunglasses 
and  prescription  glasses  if 
United  States  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  proposals  are 
carried  out. 

The  FDA  regulations,  expec- 
ted to  drastically  lower  the 
number  of  eye  injuries  result- 
ing from  accidents  to  wearers 
of  glasses,  would  require  the 
use  of  laminated  glass,  heat- 
tempered  glass  or  plastic  for 
lenses.  The  FDA  anticipates 
publishing  final  regulations 
iwhich  will  make  the  sale  of 
soft-glass  lenses  a  violation  of 
the  Food,  Drug,  and  Cosmetic 
Act. 

The  only  exemptions  would 
e  contact  lenses,  and  instances 
where  the  physician  feels  that 
impact-resistant  lenses  would 
not  meet  the  visual  require- 
ments of  a  particular  patient. 

Reports  indicate  that  every 
year  about  20,000  school-age 
children  and  100,000  adults  are 
njured  in  accidents  involving 
oroken  lenses.

Working  party 
named  for 
contract  review 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  is  to  be  independent  chairman  of  a  work- 
ing party  that  is  to  consider  "in  the  light  of  the  proposed  re- 
organisation of  the  administrative  structure  of  the  Health 
Service  in  England  and  Wales  all  aspects  of  the  involvement 
of  pharmacists  in  general  practice  in  the  NHS." 
The  working  party  is  to  submit 


a  report  to  the  Central  NHS 
(Chemists  Contractors)  Com- 
mittee. 

The  decision  to  set  up  the 
working  party  followed  discus- 
sions between  the  Society's 
Council,  the  Contractors  Com- 
mittee and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  Execu- 
tives concerning  a  resolution 
passed  at  the  meeting  of 
Pharmaceutical  Society  branch 
representatives  in  May  (C&D 
May  30,  p  820)  calling  upon 
the  Society  to  open  immediate 
negotiations  with  the  union 
and  Contractors  Committee  "to 
take  evidence  on  what  changes 
are  necessary  and  desirable  in 
a  new  NHS  contract." 

Other  members  of  the 
working  party  are  Mr  G.  T.  M. 
David  and  Mr  J.  T.  M.  Ross 
(appointed  by  the  Contractors 
Committee),  Mr  W.  M.  Darling 
and  Mr  D.  E.  Sparshott  (ap- 
pointed by  the  Society's 
Council)  together  with  the 
secretaries  of  the  Contractors 
Committee  (Mr  J.  Wright)  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(Mr.  D.  Lewis). 

Mr  J.  Charlton  (assistant 
secretary  of  the  Contractors 
Committee)  and  Mr  J. 
Ferguson  (assistant  secretary  of 
the     Pharmaceutical  Society) 


will  act  as  joint  secretaries  to 
the  working  party. 

In  accordance  with  the 
agreed  constitution  of  the  com- 
mittee there  has  also  been  ap- 
pointed a  pharmacist  engaged 
in  general  practice  pharmacy 
who  is  not  a  member  of  any 
of  the  parties.  He  is  Mr  R. 
Idris  Hughes,  of  Hemel  Hemp- 
stead, Herts. 

It  has  been  agreed  that 
since  the  question  of  planning 
the  pharmaceutical  services  in 
Great  Britain  was  also  detailed 
for  consideration  by  a  specially 
constituted  committee,  that 
subject  will  be  excluded  from 
the  terms  of  reference  of  the 
working  party. 

'Which?'  looks  at 
toothbrushes 

For  most  people,  a  toothbrush 
of  medium  hardness  is  best  for 
cleaning  and  being  kind  to  the 
gums:  one  with  a  lot  of  fila- 
ments or  bristles  is  likely  to 
clean  teeth  better  than  one  with 
few:  the  public  should  not  be 
impressed  by  an  odd  shape  (or 
number  of  textures)  of  a  brush 
—  they  are  not  shown  to  have 
any  advantage. 

These  are  the  broad  conclu- 
sions   arrived    at    by  Which? 


after  a  series  of  tests  on  a  rep- 
resentative sample  of  medium 
(or  dual  texture)  nylon  and 
bristle  brushes.  The  findings 
appear  in  the  current  issue  of 
the  magazine. 

In  the  tests,  only  the  Kent 
Pedigree  from  the  bristle  selec- 
tion lasted  as  well  as  the 
nylon.  But,  at  3s  6d,  it  was 
comparatively  expensive,  says 
Which?  Boots  Natural,  at 
Is  9d,  is  also  mentioned  fav- 
ourably among  this  group. 

Singled  out  as  "good  value 
for  money"  are :  (short  head) 
Winfield  Medium,  Is  4d; 
(medium  head,  dual  texture) 
Boots  Double  Action,  Is  9d, 
and  Winfield  Dual,  Is  9d; 
(long  head)  Gibbs  Longhead, 
2s. 

NPU  Professional  tooth- 
brushes were  not  included  in 
the  sample. 

'Feature  article' 
case  to  be 
investigated 

A  case  in  which  a  pharmacist 
is  alleged  to  have  "caused  or 
aided  the  publication  of  a 
newspaper  feature  article  which 
is  said  to  amount  to  an  un- 
professional advertisement"  is 
to  come  before  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Statutory  Com- 
mittee next  week. 

It  is  one  of  11  cases  to  be 
considered  by  the  Committee 
on  October  19  and  20  at  17 
Bloomsbury  Square,  London 
WC  1.  Among  the  other  alle- 
gations being  investigated  are 
the  regular  supply  of  a  sche- 
dule 4  medicine  to  the  detri- 
ment of  a  customer's  health; 
unjustifiable  substitution 
against  prescribed  drugs  or 
negligent  dispensing,  and  sup- 
ply of  controlled  antibiotics 
without  prescription. 
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Calculating  tax 
payments 
after  D  Day 

As  from  February  15,  1971 
(D  Day),  all  amounts  payable 
to  the  Customs  and  Excise  are 
to  be  expressed  in  decimal  cur- 
rency to  two  places  of  deci- 
mals, fractions  of  a  new  penny 
being  ignored.  Where  the 
round  shilling  accounting  ar- 
rangement has  been  allowed 
in  the  approach  to  D  Day,  this 
will  cease. 

Where  tax  is  expressed  in 
fp  the  tax  on  each  invoice 
should  be  calculated  as  fol- 
lows :  The  tax  due  on  the 
total  wholesale  value  in  an  in- 
voice of  all  of  a  particular  line 
of  goods  or  of  all  goods 
chargeable  at  the  same  rate  of 
tax  should  be  calculated  and 
shown  on  the  invoice  either 
(a)  to  0-lp  (£0-001)  smaller 
fractions  being  ignored;  or  (b) 
to  the  nearest  new  penny  or 
new  halfpenny,  whichever  sys- 
tem is  consistently  used  by  the 
trader. 

The  final  invoice  total  of 
the  separate  amounts  of  tax 
so  calculated  may  then  be 
rounded  down  to  the  nearest 
new  penny.  If  there  is  only 
one  line  of  chargeable  goods 
on  the  invoice,  the  amount  of 
tax  may  be  similarly  rounded 
down. 

All  payments  made  to  the 
Department  by  cheque  from 
D  Day  onwards  must  be  in 
decimal  currency. 

Notice  No.  77P  issued  this 
week  by  the  Customs  and 
Excise  gives  further  details. 

Poultry  vaccine 
shortage 

Newcastle  disease  vaccine  is  to 
be  released  for  use  before 
potency  tests  are  completed,  in 
order  to  cope  with  an  epidemic 
of  fowl  pest  in  East  Anglia. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
has  authorised  the  issue  of  the 
vaccine  in  the  present  disease 
situation  because  of  the  con- 
sistency of  quality  of  the  vac- 
cine over  recent  years. 

Potency  tests  normally  take 
not  less  than  two  months  to 
carry  out.  Tests  for  safety  and 
sterility  will  still  be  undertaken 
before  the  vaccine  is  issued. 
The  Ministry  hope  that  the 
arrangements  will  ensure  ade- 
quate supplies  to  meet  the 
current  high  rate  of  demand  — 
it  was  a  fall  in  demand  that 
has  led  to  a  reduction  in  the 
^Tiount  manufactured. 

Normal  testing  arrangements 
will  be  resumed  as  soon  as  the 
situation  allows.

Amnesty  collects 
100,000  drug 
doses  in  a  week 

More  than  100,000  doses  of  medicines  were  collected  in  a 
drug  amnesty  in  South  Shields  during  the  week  September  21- 
26.  Pharmacies  formed  the  collection  points  for  the  scheme, 
which  was  sponsored  by  the  local  council. 
Among     the     more  notable 


"surrenderings"  were : 

□  68  containers  holding  over 
1,800  doses  from  one  patient. 

□  A  tea  chest  full  of  medical 
samples  from  a  general  practi- 
tioner. 

□  A  large  sackful  of  medical 
samples  from  a  representative. 

□  Two  15-year-old  ampoules 
of  adrenaline  hydrochloride 
from  a  patient. 

□  A  large  collection  of  sy- 
ringes and  needles  from  a 
diabetic. 

□  Five  unopened  bottles  of 
penicillin  V  syrup  from  one 
patient. 

No  amphetamines  or  other 
ens  stimulants  were  obtained. 
Many  containers  were  found 
to  hold  a  mixture  of  drugs. 

From  a  sample  analysis,  the 
surrendered  drugs  comprised 
the  following  main  groups  (as 
percentages):  Tonics  7-7;  bar- 
biturates 4-8;  other  hypnotics 
0'8;  analgesics  20  (half  were 
Indocid);  tranquillisers  and 
antidepressants  15'2;  antibiotics 
1 3'6;  pulmonary  decongestants 
22-9;  others  identified  22  9;  not 
identified  1P0. 

Town  centre  collections  were 
small,  but  those  on  residential 
estates  were  large.  A  prepon- 
derance of  elderly  people  sur- 
rendered drugs. 

Total    weight    of    the  dry 


drugs  collected  was  33,590  g, 
with  an  additional  40 1  of 
liquids. 

The  programme  of  the  am- 
nesty was  that  following  local 
publicity,  including  posters  and 
strong  support  by  the  local 
Press,  drugs  were  surrendered 
to  pharmacist  contractors.  Dry 
drugs  were  seen  by  the  patients 
to  be  disposed  of  into  a  new 
Corporation  dustbin  provided 
for  the  purpose.  Subsequently 
the  drugs  were  collected  and 
incinerated  under  the  super- 
vision of  Mr  G.  H.  Eales, 
chairman  of  South  Shields 
NPU  Branch  and  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Committee. 

The  scheme  was  drawn  up 
in  accordance  with  suggestions 
laid  down  by  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society. 

Container  dispute 
in  South  Africa 

The  R700m-cosmetics  and 
toiletries  industry  in  South 
Africa  is  engaged  in  a  struggle 
with  the  Government  about 
the  implementation  of  metrica- 
tion —  a  move  which  authori- 
tative sources  say  could  raise 
the  industry's  costs  by  RIOm 
a  year. 

The  extra  expenditure  would 
arise  through  the  use  by  firms 


of  local  bottles  for  their  pnl 
ducts,  instead  of  continuing  1 
import  bottles  in  bulk  froi 
Europe  or  the  United  States  an 
filling  them  with  produc 
blended  locally.  As  part  of  th 
nation-wide  switch  to  metri 
measures,  the  Governmer 
asked  the  cosmetic  and  toiletr 
manufacturers  to  pack  thei 
goods  in  containers  graduate 
in  metric  quantities. 

It  also  suggested  that  ther 
should  be  some  standardisation 
so  that  shoppers  are  not  be 
mused  by  different  brands  madi 
up  in  odd  amounts.  The  Pro 
prietary  Association,  which  re 
presents  95  per  cent  of  tht 
firms  engaged  in  this  business 
has  protested  strongly. 

The  association  says  thai 
metrication,  if  imposed  on  thei 
industry,  would  require  local 
production  of  bottles  and  othei 
containers.  The  high  cost 
glass  moulds  plus  the  small  pro- 
duction runs  to  supply  South 
Africa  alone  would,  the  asso- 
ciation says,  help  add  RIOm 
year  to  costs.  As  a  second  line 
in  its  attack  on  the  plan,  the 
association  says  that  South 
Africa's  glass  manufacturers 
admit  that  they  are  unable  to 
make  glass  of  the  quantity, 
finishes  and  tolerances  that  are 
required. 

Finally,  the  association  says 
that  the  minimum  economic 
production  run  of  local  con- 
tainers would  be  72,000  pieces. 
Such  numbers  could  involve 
the  cosmetic  houses  in  carrying 
bottle  stocks  sufficient  for  three 
to  twenty  years'  trading,  de- 
pending on  demand. 

Pharmacy  week 
warning 

The  Pharmacy  Guild  of  Aus- 
tralia has  said  it  is  just  as  con- 
cerned about  the  misuse  of 
aspirin  and  APC  compound  as 
the  misuse  of  hard  drugs  like 
heroin  and  cocaine.  A  spokes- 
man for  the  Guild  in  Mel- 
bourne, Mr  M.  Gandolfo,  said 
each  drug  was  equally  danger- 
ous if  misused. 

Speaking  at  the  start  of  In- 
ternational Pharmacy  Week, 
Mr  Gandolfo  said  that  a  large 
segment  of  Australian  society 
were  drug  addicts  without  rea- 
lising it. 

The  Australian  Minister  for 
Health,  Dr  Alexander  Forbes, 
said  drug  abuse  was  becoming 
one  of  the  country's  most 
severe  social  problems.  All  sec- 
tions of  the  community  would 
have  to  reach  an  understand- 
ing of  drug  implications  be- 
fore attitudes  which  would 
produce  an  answer  could  be 
formed.

Ministry  help 
for  Craigavon 
pharmacy 

The  Northern  Ireland  Minis- 
try of  Health  have  offered  fin- 
ancial help  to  Northern  Phar- 
macies Ltd,  proprietors  of  the 
experimental  health  centre 
pharmacy  in  Craigavon  new 
town. 

The  company  made  a  loss 
of  £2,425  in  its  first  year  of 
operation   (last  week,  p  447). 

The  Ministry  have  now  of- 
fered to  pay  £1,000  towards 
the  salary  of  the  pharmacist 
employed  at  the  centre, 
coupled  with  an  interest-free 
loan  of  £1,761  to  allow  the 
company's  debts  to  be  cleared. 
The  loan  will  be  repayable 
three  years  after  the  company 
becomes  viable. 

The  Ministry  have  also  of- 
fered to  review  the  next  set  of 
accounts  in  a  similar  way.  The 
offer  was  accepted  by  the 
directors  of  Northern  Phar- 
macies Ltd  and  put  to  the  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  company 
on  October  1  when  sharehol- 
ders took  the  same  view.  (See 
also  feature  article  on  page 
505.) 

Concern  over 
drug  bill 

We  must  surely  think  twice 
about  a  situation  in  which  we 
are  spending  substantially  more 
on  drugs  than  on  the  whole 
remuneration  of  the  general 
practitioners  who  prescribe 
them,  Mr  Edward  Taylor, 
Parliamentary  Under-Secretary 
of  State  for  Health  at  the 
Scottish  Office,  said  last  week. 

Speaking  at  the  annual  con- 
ference of  the  Scottish  Associa- 
tion of  Executive  Councils, 
Mr  Taylor  indicated  that  in 
the  current  year  drugs  in  Scot- 
land would  cost  £19  m,  some 
£4  m  more  than  would  be 
paid  to  doctors.  "The  ever-in- 
creasing drug  bill  must  give 
us  all  cause  for  concern." 

Mr  Taylor  also  promised 
that  a  statement  would  be 
made  on  the  reorganisation  of 
the  Health  Services  after  re- 
sumption of  Parliament.

Good  August 
for  chemists 

The  average  weekly  volume  of 
sales  by  chemists  and  photo- 
graphic goods  retailers  in 
August  showed  a  healthy  8  per 
cent  increase  over  the  same 
month  of  1969,  according  to 
the  Board  of  Trade's  monthly 
returns. 

All  sectors  showed  advances. 
The  multiples  did  best  with  8 
per  cent,  independents  were  7 
per  cent  up  and  the  Co-ops 
went  ahead  by  6  per  cent.

Hedderwick:  Suddenly  on  September  29, 
Councillor  George  Hedderwick,  JP,  MPS, 
54  Blackfriars  Street,  Edinburgh  1.  Mr 
Hedderwick  qualified  in  pharmacy  in  1923. 
He  was  a  student  at  the  Royal  Dispensary 
School  of  Pharmacy,  Edinburgh  and  later 
became  a  governor  of  that  institution.  He 
was  a  former  chairman  of  the  Edinburgh 
and  South-eastern  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Society  and  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  General  Council  (Scotland) 
and  the  Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Mr  Hedderwick  took  a  very  active  part 
in  local  politics  and  was  one  of  the 
longest  serving  members  of  Edinburgh 
Town  Council,  to  which  he  was  elected 
first  in  1949.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  deputy  chairman  and  he  had 
served  as  chairman  of  several  of  its  com- 
mittees including  the  health  committee. 
He  was  also  a  former  senior  baillie,  magis- 
trate and  police  judge.  He  was  chairman 
of  Edinburgh  executive  council  and  a 
member  of  the  South-east  Scotland  Re- 
gional Hospital  Board  and  many  other 
governing  bodies. 

Vickers:  On  September  30,  after  a  long 
illness,  Mr  Francis  George  Hermann 
Vickers,  The  Beeches,  Wych  Hill  Lane, 
Woking,  Surrey  aged  69.  Mr  Vickers 
qualified  in  1923  and  retired  from  the 
Register  in  1959  because  of  ill  health. 


Substantial  spending 

Mr  W.  M.  Darling,  president  of  the  Society,  in  a  speech  at  the  Conference 
banquet  at  Leeds,  said  that  all  who  were  engaged  in  service  to  National 
Health  Service  patients  were  concerned  to  know  what  truth  there  was  in  the 
current  speculation  that  free  access  to  the  service  was  about  to  be  further  cur- 
tailed by  the  introduction  of  charges  for  medical  consultation  and  increased 
charges  for  prescriptions.  I  imagine  that  such  concern  extends  beyond  the 
confines  of  the  professions  concerned  to  all  using  the  health  service,  except 
for  the  small  fringe  who  would  hope  to  gain  preferential  treatment  by  virtue 
of  their  ability  to  pay  without  thought. 

But  whatever  may  be  speculation  in  the  matter,  there  are  straws  in  the 
wind  or  kites  in  the  sky.  Mr  Edward  Taylor  (Parliamentary  Under-Secretary 
of  State  for  Health  and  Education  at  the  Scottish  Office),  addressing  the 
annual  conference  of  Scottish  Executive  Councils  on  October  2,  said:  "The 
ever-increasing  drug  bill  must  give  us  all  cause  for  concern.  We  must  surely 
think  twice  about  a  situation  in  which  we  are  spending  substantially  more  on 
drugs  than  on  the  whole  remuneration  of  the  general  practitioners  who  pres- 
cribe them." 

Drug  prescriptions  in  Scotland,  he  went  on,  will  cost  £19  million  in  the 
current  year,  about  £4  million  more  than  will  be  paid  to  general  practitioners. 
The  speaker  did  not  make  it  clear  whether  the  figure  of  £19  million  was  ex- 
clusively for  drugs,  or  whether  it  included  the  professional  services  of  the 
pharmacist.  But  he  did  say  that  "before  the  election  we  declared  our  inten- 
tion to  reorganise  the  health  services,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  to  make  a 
statement  on  this  subject  after  the  resumption  of  Parliament." 

It  seems  scarcely  likely  that  what  Mr  Taylor  had  in  mind  was,  at  all  cost, 
to  increase  the  remuneration  of  the  doctors  so  that  they  received  more  than 
was  spent  on  the  "ever-increasing"  drug  bill.  Indeed,  one  is  left  wondering 
what  is  the  relevance  between  the  two  sets  of  figures  quoted,  if  any. 

Hardship 

The  fact  is,  of  course,  that  what  Mr  Darling  said  at  Leeds  is  correct  in  every 
particular.  It  is  impossible  to  defend  the  present  prescription  charges.  They 
are,  as  he  said,  in  breach  of  the  fundamental  principle  that  the  health  service 
should  be  freely  available  to  all  in  time  of  need,  and  it  is  evident  to  phar- 
macists, in  their  position  in  the  front  line,  that  the  levy  has  introduced  a 
factor  which,  on  occasion,  stands  between  the  patient  and  the  full  treatment 
desired  by  his  physician. 

We  shall  have  to  await  the  statement  that  Mr  Edward  Taylor  promised, 
but  again  I  agree  with  Mr  Darling  in  the  matter  of  charges  for  medical  con- 
sultation which  have  been  mooted.  Such  could  deter  only  the  needy,  and  show 
a  cynical  disregard  for  their  welfare.  But  distant  Westminster  has  always  satis- 
fied its  conscience  by  being  able  to  say  that  charges  affect  adversely  only  a 
small  minority  of  the  users  of  the  service  and,  of  course,  that  small  minority 
is  not  politically  important.  Hardship  exists  under  present  conditions.  Mr 
Darling  knows  that  and  I,  and  countless  others  know  it,  too,  particularly  the 
unfortunate  victims  of  the  "deterrent." 

Inspection 

The  machinery  for  checking  claims  to  exemption  from  prescription  charges 
has  proved  to  be  cumbersome  and  an  addition  to  expenditure,  necessary 
though  it  may  have  been.  It  is,  after  all,  public  money  which  has  to  be  safe- 
guarded. Likewise,  consultation  charges  would  require  some  form  of  check- 
ing, for  once  more  public  money  would  be  involved.  The  doctors  themselves 
might  find  the  implications  unacceptable,  and  I  am  certain  would  not  take 
at  all  kindly  to  an  army  of  inspectors  descending  upon  their  surgeries  to  look 
at  their  records. 
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Beecham 's  new 
Singapore  factory 

The  pharmaceutical  division  of  the 
Beecham  Group  is  to  build  a  factory  for 
the  manufacture  of  the  company's  semi- 
synthetic penicillins  in  Singapore.  The 
initial  investment  involved  will  be  in  the 
region  of  £3'3  million. 

Construction  work  is  expected  to  start 
next  Spring,  and  the  factory  should  be 
completed  during  1972.  It  is  intended  that 
the  greater  part  of  output  will  be  ex- 
ported. 

The  Singapore  plant  will  be  the 
Beecham  Group's  fifth  pharmaceutical  fac- 
tory. The  penicillin  nucleus  will  be  sent 
from  their  Worthing  factory. 

Nicholas  Australia 
pay  6{  per  cent 

Nicholas  Australia  Ltd  have  announced 
a  consolidated  net  profit  attributable  to 
the  Ordinary  shareholders  of  £1,592,179 
for  the  period  ended  June  30.  The  com- 
bined sales  of  the  group  were  £30,897,218. 
However,  due  to  bringing  the  year  end  of 
the  Aspro-Nicholas  group  into  line  with 
that  of  the  holding  company,  the  figures 
include  an  additional  three  months  trad- 
ing for  that  group  of  companies  and  do 
not  therefore  represent  the  result  of  a 
year's  trading.  On  a  yearly  basis,  it  is 
estimated  that  the  net  earning  attributable 
to  the  Ordinary  shareholders  for  the  12 
months,  amounted  to  approximately 
£1,534,000. 

A  final  dividend  of  3j  per  cent  is 
declared  making  a  total  distribution  in 
the  year  of  6|  per  cent. 

The  chairman  points  out  that  as  a 
result  of  the  merger  of  Aspro-Nicholas 
Ltd  during  the  past  12  months  the  busi- 
ness had  changed  to  such  an  extent  that 
comparison  with  the  previous  year's  trad- 
ing had  little  meaning. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  company

Jeyes'  successful 
transfer 

When  Jeyes  Group  Ltd  were  planning  to 
move  from  their  four  London-area  sites 
to  Thetford,  Norfolk,  some  550  families 
had  also  to  be  moved.  The  Greater  Lon- 
don Council,  who  bought  Jeyes'  Plaistow 
site,  and  who  have  considerable  experi- 
ence in  moving  companies  out  to  new 
towns  told  Jeyes  that  they  could  ex- 
pect about  5  per  cent  of  the  households 
not  adjusting  to  the  change  and  return- 
ing to  London  within  one  month.

The  light,  airy  unit  includes  sections  for 
fluid  and  powder  filling,  paper  conver- 
sion, and  carton  printing.

NOTES  ON  NEW 
MEDICAMENTS 

Gaviscon:  Composition  alginic  acid 
sodium  alginate,  magnesium  trisilicate, 
dried  aluminium  hydroxide  gel,  sodium 
bicarbonate. 

The  product  acts  as  a  gastric  reflux 
suppressant  and  is  claimed  to  represent  a 
totally  new  concept  in  the  treatment  of 
hiatus  hernia  and  reflex  oesophagitis.  In 
those  conditions,  reflux  of  gastric  contents 
into  the  oesophagus  causes  irritation  of 
the  oesophageal  lining,  producing  the 
pain  usually  described  as  "heartburn."

Mr  Ernest  Marples,  MP,  has  formed 
the  company  responsible  for  giving  us 
Minalka.  I  was  introduced  to  this  mineral/ 
vitamin  supplement  recently  by  a  rep 
from  Chemist  Brokers.  I  was  told  that 
"the  product"  would  sell  at  25s — a  high 
unit  price  with  an  equally  rewarding  high 
unit  profit — which  was  really  what  I  was 
interested  in. 

Showing  perfect  self  control  and  a  gen- 
erous degree  of  tolerance,  I  took  a  look 
at  the  formulation  of  25s  and  was  hastily 
assured  that  if  it  did  no  good  at  least  it 
would  do  no  harm.  How  I  do  enjoy  having 
my  motives  and  morals  explained  to  me! 
However,  my  antagonism  was  to  reach 
new  heights  when  1  realised,  at  first  slow- 
ly, that  the  three  month  25s  pack  was 


nothing  more  elaborate  than  an  over- 
printed polythene  bag  with  the  one  sophis- 
tication that  it  could  be  resealed. 

I  am  sure  we  can  all  recite  from  memory 
that  a  suitable  container  should  afford  ade- 
quate physical  protection  for  the  contents 
—  in  this  case  friable  tablets.  Please  never 
let  the  day  come  when  an  otherwise  un- 
protected polythene  bag  gains  any  recog- 
nition as  a  suitable  container  in  retail 
pharmacy. 

The  presentation  of  certain  welfare  ante 
natal  vitamins  should  have  been  sufficient 
warning. 

Let  Mr  Marples  get  away  with  this  one 
and  I  can  imagine  the  NHS  container 
allowance  becoming  "an  excellent  area  for 
economy"  if  we  allow  Minalka's  "frozen 
pea  pack"  attitude  to  survive. 

The  aspect  that  gives  me  most  cause 
for  concern  is  that  if  a  company  is  pre- 
pared to  spend  a  fair  amount  of  money 
on  production  and  advertising  etc.  to 
launch  a  product,  clearly  they  must  be 
confident  that  the  product  will  find  accept- 
ance with  pharmacists,  even  if  the  odd 
awkward  one  like  me  objects  and  moans 
about  it  being  another  thin  edge  of 
another  wedge. 

I  hope  sufficient  pharmacists  share  my 
indignation  to  ensure  that  the  product  in 
its  present  form  is  stillborn. 

Mr  Marples  may  be  an  MP  but  is  a 
long  way  from  MPS.

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Northern  Ireland  turnabout 

laving  ousted  as  many  retiring  members  of  Council  as 
/as  within  their  power,  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
ociety  of  Northern  Ireland  will  be  looking  for  some  deci- 
ive  leadership  from  that  rejuvenated  body. 
It  is  rare  indeed  for  the  membership  of  any  organisa- 
on  to  take  such  drastic  action,  and  the  election  result 
3  485)  therefore  both  shows  the  effectiveness  of  the  cam- 
aign  waged  by  the  newcomers,  and  reflects  the  problems 
icing  Northern  Ireland  pharmacy  at  the  present  time. 
Jndoubtedly,  the  pros  and  cons  of  health  centre  pharmacy 
ave  brought  matters  to  a  head,  but  it  is  difficult  to  under- 
:and  why  there  has  been  this  sudden  dramatic  awareness 
f  problems  that  have  been  simmering  for  some  time. 
Why,  for  example,  have  there  been  no  new  candidates 
spiring  to  Council  office  in  recent  years,  if  the  encum- 
ants  were  doing  a  demonstrably  bad  job? 
The  answer  is  probably  to  be  found,  as  in  Great  Britain, 
i  a  frustration  among  the  memberships  of  the  Societies 
lat  leads  them  to  believe  that  "someone  ought  to  be 
Ding  something."  The  Northern  Ireland  problems  are 
te  more  acute,  however,  as  is  demonstrated  by  the  final 
Sport  of  the  Pharmacy  Practice  Committee  (p  487). 
[According  to  the  report,  the  average  pharmacy  in  the 
rovince  derives  almost  57  per  cent  of  its  turnover  from 
spensing  and  a  further  21  per  cent  from  medicines.  This 
leans  that  any  changes  in  local  medical  practice  patterns 
iust  have  a  tremendous  effect  on  the  viability  of  corn- 
unity  pharmacies,  since  these  cannot  hope  to  expand  the 
maining  22  per  cent  of  their  business  sufficiently  to  make 
3  for  loss  of  professional  income. 

For  that  reason — and  because  NI  doctors  have  shown 
illingness  to  enter  health  centres — there  may  have  been 
tendency  to  look  more  closely  at  health  centre  pharmacy 
an  in  Britain.  The  platform  of  the  new  Council  mem- 
:rs  would  involve  pharmacists  refusing  to  enter  a  health 
ntre  pharmacy  contract  unless  satisfactory  conditions 
id  been  agreed.  The  importance  of  this  is  to  be  seen  in 
e  experience  of  Northern  Pharmacies  Ltd  at  Craigavon 
-details  of  which  we  publish  on  p  505  as  a  guide  to 


others  contemplating  any  similar  move.  The  experience 
may  also  be  a  salutary  one  for  the  Ministry,  which  has 
felt  obliged  to  step  in  with  financial  assistance. 

So  far  as  other  aspirations  of  the  newcomers  are  con- 
cerned— restriction  of  medicines  sales  to  pharmacies,  edu- 
cational review,  etc — we  are  sure  that  the  whole  profession 
is  united  in  its  aims.  We  hope  that  the  impetus  given  both 
by  the  new  blood  on  the  Council  and  the  awakened  in- 
terest of  the  membership  will  be  able  to  create  a  climate 
in  which  the  profession  can  move  forward  out  of  the 
present  troubles. 

Tougher  municipal  deals 

Traders  who  do  business  with  their  local  councils  can 
expect  a  tougher  deal  as  the  result  of  new  advice  just 
issued  by  Mr  Peter  Walker,  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government. 

He  has  asked  local  authorities,  who  between  them  pur- 
chase on  their  revenue  account  at  least  £  1,000m  worth  of 
goods  a  year,  to  carry  out  a  speedy  review  of  their  pur- 
chasing arrangements.  He  also  wants  them  to  discuss  with 
their  neighbours  how  to  gain  the  maximum  benefit  from 
new  buying  powers  contained  in  the  Local  Authorities 
(Goods  and  Services)  Act,  1970. 

In  a  letter  to  councils  Mr  Walker  points  out  that  even 
a  small  percentage  saving  by  local  authorities  on  those 
purchases  would  have  a  significant  impact  upon  public 
expenditure. 

Whitehall  has  given  a  warm  welcome  to  the  setting  up 
by  the  local  authority  associations  and  the  Greater  Lon- 
don Council  of  a  joint  advisory  committee  to  advise  on 
contracts,  pricing,  demand  and  supply.  It  will  also  pro- 
vide a  clearing-house  for  purchasing  arrangements  and 
specialist  knowledge  and  co-ordinate  the  development  of 
regional  purchasing  and  supply  schemes. 

The  Act  referred  to  by  the  Minister  came  into  force  on 
May  29  and  gives  local  authorities  a  general  power  to  co- 
operate in  the  purchase  of  any  goods  or  materials. 

Those  chemists  holding  local  authority  contracts  may 
expect  a  degree  of  additional  pressure  as  a  result.

WHO  OWNS  THE  FORMULA? 
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by  Jonathan  Sterling 

James  Smith  produced  a  new  formula  for 
a  cosmetic.  He  did  the  research  in  his 
own  time  —  and  demanded  the  right  to 
have  his  invention  patented  in  his  own 
name.  His  employers  were  delighted  with 
the  formula  —  but  maintained  that  they 
owned  it.  Were  they  right?  Who  owns 
your  inventions  —  or  those  of  your  em- 
ployee? 

In  1937,  the  Triplex  Safety  Glass  Co 
Ltd  sued  an  employee  called  Scorah,  who 
had  discovered  a  method  of  producing 
acrylic  acid.  They  wanted  a  declaration 
that  he  was  "a  trustee  of  the  invention" 
for  them  and  "was  bound  to  assign  the 
rights  therein  when  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  company,  subject  to  his  being  indem- 
nified against  costs  to  which  he  might  be 
put."  Mr  Justice  Farwell  summed  up  the 
law  in  one,  clear  paragraph: 

"It  must ...  be  remembered  that  no  em- 
ployee is  entitled  to  filch  his  employees 
property  in  whatever  form  that  property 
may  be,  whether  it  is  in  the  form  of  a 
secret  process  or  whether  it  is  in  some 
other  form.  That  is,  and  remains,  the  pro- 
perty of  the  employer,  and  must  not  be 
wrongfully  used  by  the  employee  in  any 
way.  On  the  other  hand,  no  employer 
is  entitled  to  prevent  his  employee  from 
making  use,  in  the  service  of  any  persons 
or  in  his  own  business,  of  any  knowledge 
or  skill  which  the  employee  has  gained  by 
his  term  of  service  with  the  employer." 

Secret  process 

So,  if  a  process  is  secret,  your  servant 
cannot  "filch  it"  and  use  it  for  his  own 
benefit.  But  any  general  knowledge  or 
skills  that  he  possesses  he  can  take  away 
with  him  and  use  as  best  he  can. 

The  Judge  held  that  the  discovery  in 
the  Triplex  case  had  been  made  by  Mr 
Scorah  on  behalf  of  his  employers,  who 
were  therefore  entitled  to  the  declaration 
they  sought. 

But  is  an  invention  automatically  the 
property  of  an  employer,  even  though 
nothing  is  expressly  said  about  it  in  the 
contract  of  service? 

In  the  leading  case  of  Stirling  Engineer- 
ing Co  v  Patchett,  the  House  of  Lords 
gave  the  answer:  "It  is  an  implied  term 
.  .  .  in  the  contract  of  service  of  any 
workman,"  said  Viscount  Simonds,  "that 
what  he  produces  by  the  strength  of  his 
arm  or  the  skill  of  his  hand  or  the  exercise 
of  his  inventive  faculty  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  employer. 

"If  the  employment  is  of  a  designer, 
that  which  he  designs  is  thus  the  property 
of  the  employer,  which  he  alone  can  dis- 
pose of.  If  it  is  patentable,  it  is  for  the 
employer  to  say  whether  it  shall  be 
patented,  and  he  can  require  the  employee 
to  do  what  is  necessary  to  that  end.  And 
if  it  is  patented  in  their  joint  names,  the 
employee  holds  his  interest  as  trustee  for 
the  employer.  If  this  is,  as  I  think  it 
clearly  is,  the  law,  it  can  only  be  ex- 
cluded by  an  express  agreement  that  it 
shall  be  varied  and  some  other  legal  re- 
lationship created." 


So  if  you  are  an  employee,  and  you 
don't  want  your  employer  to  have  the 
unchallengeable  right  to  the  benefit  of  any 
patentable  inventions  you  make  while  in 
his  service,  then  your  contract  of  service 
must  clearly  say  so. 

In  another  well-known  case,  Mr  Justice 
Roxburgh  had  to  apply  these  principles. 

"Would  it  be  consistent  with  good 
faith,  as  between  master  and  servant,"  the 
Judge  asked,  "that  he  should  in  that 
position  be  entitled  to  make  some  inven- 
tion in  relation  to  a  matter  concerning  a 
part  of  the  Plaintiff's  business  and  either 
keep  it  from  his  employer,  if  and  when 
asked  about  the  problem,  or  even  sell  it  to 
a  rival? 

Good  faith 

"In  my  judgment  that  cannot  be  con- 
sistent with  a  relationship  of  good  faith 
between  a  master  and  a  technical  adviser. 
It  seems  to  me  that  he  has  a  duty  not  to 
put  himself  in  the  position  in  which  he 
may  have  personal  reasons  for  not  giving 
his  employer  the  best  advice  which  it  is 
his  duty  to  give  if  and  when  asked  to  give 
it. 

"What  I  am  saying  only  relates  to 
matters  concerning  the  business  of  his 
employer  ...  It  seems  to  me  that  he 
has  a  duty  to  be  free  from  any  personal 
reason  for  not  giving  his  employer  the  best 
possible  advice  .  .  .  He  is  not  entitled  to 
put  himself  in  the  position  of  being  able 
to  say :  'You  retained  me  to  advise  you, 
and  I  will  tell  you  what  I  advise.  Do  it 
this  way,  but  you  will  have  to  buy  the 
method  from  your  rival,  because  I  have 
just  sold  it  to  him,  having  invented  it 
yesterday." 

So  in  the  absence  of  any  express  agree- 
ment to  the  contrary,  an  invention  made 
by  your  employee,  and  connected  in  some 
way  with  his  employment,  belongs  to  you. 
If  the  employee  wants  some  other  arrange- 
ment, that  must  be  included  in  the  con- 
tract of  service.  And  that  rule  applies  even 
if  the  employee  develops  the  formula  in 
his  own  free  time.

Continued  from  previous  page 
age  group  requires  a  less  extensive  range 
of  stock.  There  are  few  geriatric  patients 
and  consequently  little  need  for  cardio- 
vascular or  diuretic  drugs.  This  has  had 
a  marked  effect  on  the  average  cost  of  a 
prescription  because  of  the  high  percen- 
tage of  paediatric  prescriptions  issued. 

When  the  population  increases  and  two 
pharmacists  are  employed  it  would  be 
desirable  to  vary  the  hours  during  which 
a  service  is  provided.  A  rota  type  atten- 
dance of  two  hours  on  half-days,  Sundays 
and  at  holidays  times  would  be  much 
appreciated  by  the  doctors. 

The  proximity  of  the  health  centre  and 
welfare  services  means  a  closer  working 
relationship  between  the  professions  in- 
volved. Doctors  make  constant  use  of  the 
pharmacy  on  matters  arising  out  of  pres- 
cribing, repeat  prescriptions,  medicine 
identification,  dosage,  etc. 

The  carrying  of  a  wide  range  of  baby 
foods  by  the  welfare  department  severely 
restricts  such  sales  at  the  pharmacy.  Such 
sales  by  the  welfare  department  is  an 
expensive  and  unnecessary  service  which 
could  be  better  provided  at  the  pharmacy 
if  similar  costings  were  applied.  Sales 
outside  Governmental  subsidy  stock  would 
help  to  finance  the  pharmacy  project.  The 
pharmacy  actively  encourages  ante-natal 
clinics  and  supplies  on  loan  such  items  as 
Maw's  goods  and  sterilising  units,  to  assist 
the  welfare  department  in  its  effort  to 
promote  health  education. 

The  accounts  for  the  first  year's  trading 
to  March  31,  1970  reveal  a  loss  of  £2,425 
after  charging  depreciation  of  £380.  While 
the  depreciation  has  been  somewhat 
accelerated  on  account  of  the  short  term 
and  uncertainty  of  the  lease,  at  the  same 
time  only  relatively  modest  salaries  have 
been  paid  to  the  staff  concerned. 

To  the  trading  loss  of  £2,425  has  been 
added  the  company  formation  expenses  of 
£336  leaving  a  total  deficit  of  £2,761  to 
be  carried  forward  to  the  following  year. 

The  directors  are  concerned  that  the 
provision  of  the  pharmaceutical  service  in 
sector  I  should  be  placed  on  a  sound 
financial  footing.  The  need  for  the  service 
has  been  demonstrated  through  the  use 
made  of  it  by  both  the  doctors  and  the 
residents.  It  would  be  unrealistic  and 
indeed  incompetent  of  the  directors  to 
permit  the  continued  increase  of  the  bank 
overdraft  without  approaching  the  other 
interested  bodies  about  arrangements  to 
correct  the  present  financial  position. 

Experience  gained  so  far  suggests  that 
the  project  being  carried  out  by  Northern 
Pharmacies  Ltd  in  the  interest  of  those 
who  work  and  live  in  sector  I  is  worth- 
while. If  satisfactory  provision  as  to  finan- 
cial stability  can  be  achieved  the  continued 
development  of  the  service  can  make  a 
growing  contribution  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  general  medical  and  welfare  services.

Stormy  annual  meeting 
preserves  unity 

One  of  the  best-attended  and  most  turbulent  annual  meetings  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  for  Northern  Ireland  for  many  years  ended  in  some  sort  of 
agreement  on  October  5,  after  Mr  T.  G.  Eakin  withdrew  his  motion  of  no 
confidence  in  the  Council  of  the  Society — and  in  particular  an  allegation  made 
in  support  of  the  motion  that  Council  members  had  made  improper  use  of 
information  available  to  them. 


In  return,  Mr  J.  C.  Wellwood,  a  mem- 
ber of  Council,  promised  to  withdraw 
legal  proceedings  that  he  had  begun 
against  Mr  Eakin. 

Approximately  260  members  in  the 
Society's  hall,  many  of  them  standing, 
heard  Mr  Eakin  accuse  the  Council  in 
general  and  Mr  Kerr,  the  past  president, 
to  whom  he  addressed  his  remarks,  in  par- 
ticular, of  having  established  an  ideologi- 
cal hypothesis  based  on  a  peculiarly 
limited  amount  of  information  in  taking 
as  its  goal  the  General  Health  Services 
Board's  suggestions  for  health  centre  dis- 
pensaries as  a  means  of  distributing 
medicines  to  the  public. 

Members  of  the  Society  however  were 
not  going  to  be  cajoled  by  the  subtlety 
or  charm  of  Council  members  into  the 
unprepared  bed  of  Health  Centre 
pensaries. 

Challenge  and

Mr  Eakin's  reasons  for  proposing  the 
motion  were  that  members  of  Council 
had  misled  retail  pharmacists  in  the  direc- 
tion of  health  centre  dispensing  by  caus- 
ing them  to  believe  that  if  they  did 
not  accept  a  contract  someone  else  would. 
They  had  omitted  to  convey  the  true 
fact's  such  as  the  Ministry's  guarantee 
that  no  contract  would  be  allocated  to  a 
health  centre  unless  a  substantial  major- 
ity of  chemists  were  in  favour. 

Second  reason  was  that  at  least  one 
member  on  the  Council  appeared  to  have 
used  knowledge  available  to  him  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  to  further  his 
business  interests,  and  had  violated  the 
ethics  of  the  profession  by  "leap-frogging" 
his  place  of  business. 

However,  if  the  president  or  vice- 
president  assured  the  meeting  that  no 
Council  member  h:  d  selected  informa- 
tion available  to  him  prior  to  opening 
a  pharmacy  near  a  health  centre  before 
others  in  the  area  had  received  it  he 
would  accept  the  assurance. 

Three:  The  Council  had  failed  to  dis- 
close to  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
or  anyone  else  that  the  secretary  was  in 
possession  of  a  letter  from  the  Ministry 
guaranteeing  that  no  contract  would  be 
available  without  a  substantial  majority 
in  favour  several  months  before  the 
context  became  known  to  the  UCA. 


Four:  That  the  Council  had  failed  to 
inquire  into  the  attitudes  of  retail  phar- 
macists before  officially  approving  of 
health  centre  dispensaries. 

Five :  That  the  Society  failed  to  seek 
economic  or  other  safeguards  for  its  mem- 
bers before  indicating  approval  of  such 
dispensaries  and 

Six :  That  through  the  Practice  of  Phar- 
macy Committee  the  Council  had  recom- 
mended redundancy  as  a  method  of 
rationalisation. 

Mr  Eakin  asserted  that  since  his  motion 
had  been  lodged  "there  has  been  a  deluge 
of  publications  in  our  mail"  and  some 
apparently  panic-stricken  methods  to  put 
into  operation  the  machinery  that  might 
provide  some  answers. 

Holding  aloft  a  solicitor's  letter  he  said : 
"To  use  the  Council's  solicitors  in  a 
vain  attempt  to  stop  this  motion  is  more 
than  this  meeting  will  tolerate.  It  is  my 
right  and  privilege  to  demand  explana- 
tions from  the  elected  Council  mem- 
bers of  this  Society." 

Mr.  Kerr  replied  to  these  assertions  by 
pointing  out  that  people  looking  in  at 
affairs  from  the  outside  could  easily  get 
a  distorted  view  that  was  not  related  to 
the  truth. 

Whenever  the  Ministry  had  proposed  a 
new  health  centre  they  had  written  to 
the  local  pharmaceutical  committee,  the 
negotiating  committee  for  pharmacists,  and 
sent  a  copy  of  the  letter  to  the  Council. 

What  had  members  of  the  Practice 
Committee,  representative  of  all  bodies  in 
pharmacy,  done  but  to  attend  meetings 
of  members  to  keep  them  informed  of 
what  was  going  on? 

Dealing  with  Mr  Eakin's  specific  points 
Mr  Kerr  said  that  in  the  matter  of  direc- 
tion he  had  merely  informed  members  of 
the  options.  Contracts  were  freely  avail- 
able and  nobody  but  chemists  would  be 
able  to  dispense  from  health  centres. 

Regarding  the  ethics  of  "leapfrogging" 
there  was  nothing  in  the  Society's  Code  of 
Professional  Conduct  on  the  subject.  If  a 
person  wished  to  move  his  pharmacy  he 
did  not  need  to  consult  anyone. 

Mr  Eakin's  third  point  presumably  re- 
ferred to  an  invitation  to  members  of  the 
profession  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the 
Ministry's  health  centre  committee  as  ob- 
servers. The  only  persons  who  could  have 
gone  would  have  been  representatives  of 
the  Council. 

On   point   four,   the   only   policy  the 


Council  had  adopted  was  one  part  of  ths 
Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee  repor; 
which,  taking  a  long-term  view  had  saic 
that  provision  must  be  made  for  pharma- 
cists as  part  of  the  health  team  both  in 
side  and  outside  of  health  centres. 

Again  on  point  five,  there  had  beerj 
no  approval  by  Council.  At  the  momenl 
the  only  economic  safeguard  for  tht 
pharmacist  on  which  the  Practice  ol 
Pharmacy  Committee  could  have  any 
effect  was  the  rental  for  those  premises 
a  pharmacist  could  occupy 

Withdrawal  of 
motion 

In  answer  to  Mr  Eakin's  final  point 
the  president  referred  members  to  the 
Practice  of  Pharmacy  Committee's  final 
report  and  said  "We  are  only  asking  you 
to  consider  it  and  not  to  take  a  prejudiced 
view."  A  health  centre  of  itself  would  set 
up  a  movement  of  people,  not  the  Coun- 
cil, and  to  set  up  in  or  near  one  was  only 
to  take  a  sound  business  step. 

If  that  was  forcing  pharmacists  into 
health  centres,  Mr  Kerr's  view  of  im- 
partiality and  objectivity  differed  greatly 
from   other  people's. 

After  a  heated  discussion  in  which 
members  demanded  assurances  that  the 
solicitor's  letter  sent  to  Mr  Eakin  had 
not  originated  with  the  Council,  and  re- 
peated statements  by  the  secretary  Mr  W. 
Gorman  and  Council  members  that  it  had 
not,  Mr  J.  C.  Wellwood  rose  to  say  that 
although  the  letter  had  been  sent  from 
the  Society's  solicitors  it  was  on  his 
behalf. 

Mr  Eakin  had  given  the  president  per 
mission  to  show  his  letter  to  other 
Council  members  and  Mr  Wellwood  being 
at  the  time  the  only  member  who  could 
have  been  accused  of  "leapfrogging"  had 
instructed  his  solicitors  who  also  acted 
for  the  Society,  to  proceed  in  the  matter. 

Mr  Wellwood  emphatically  refuted  the 
allegation  that  he  had  used  any  informa- 
tion available  to  him  as  a  Council 
member  to  further  his  business  interests. 
He  had  however  been  forced  to  move  as 
his  premises  were  due  for  demolition  to 
make  way  for  a  motor  road.  The  Council 
were  definitely  not  involved. 

After  further  exchanges  Mr  J.  Coll 
pleaded  for  Mr  Eakin  to  withdraw  his 
motion  or  for  all  present  to  abstain  from 
voting.  It  had  been  made  clear,  he  said, 
that  there  had  been  misunderstandings 
between  the  various  sections  of  the 
Society. 

If  the  motion  were  put  there  would  be 
no  winners — only  losers. 

Eventually,  after  further  argument 
among  members,  an  appeal  by  Mr  W.  H. 
Boyd  —  speaking  for  Council  members  — 
that  the  motion  be  put  to  the  vote,  and 
following  further  appeals  by  members  that 
the  Society  should  not  be  split,  Mr  Well- 
wood  made  his  offer  that  if  Mr  Eakin 
would  withdraw  his  reference  to  Council 
members  he  would  withdraw  from  legal 
proceedings. 

Mr  Eakin,  by  then  having  received  the 
assurances  he  sought,  withdrew  his  motion.

Ir  Coll,  maintaining  that  the  aim  was 
t'  :stablish  a  broad  principle,  proposed : 
I  at  this  meeting  is  in  favour  of  the 
r  cmalisation  of  pharmaceutical  services 
a  demands  that  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
IHcutical  Society  should  proceed  immedi- 
al/  and  urgently  to  that  end." 
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After  some  argument  the  motion  was 
amended  to  conclude:  "Should  proceed  to 
implement  it  by  limitation  of  contract." 

The  meeting  accepted  the  amended 
motion  by  the  necessary  two  thirds  major- 
ity and  it  was  carried  overwhelmingly. 

A  proposed  Council  amendment  to 
clause  10  of  the  Statement  upon  Matters 
of  Professional  Conduct  to  allow  the  dis- 
play of  a  notice  "Family  Planning 
Requisites"  and  the  proposed  deletion  of 
clause  20  forbidding  acceptance  of  speci- 
mens for  pregnancy  diagnosis  were  passed 
without  discussion. 

The  setting  up  of  a  working  party  repre- 
sentative of  all  pharmaceutical  bodies  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  prepare  a  scheme  for 
the  rationalisation  and  limitation  of  phar- 
maceutical services  in  the  province  is 
announced  in  the  annual  report  of  the 
Society  presented  to  the  meeting. 

This  action  has  been  taken  in  accor- 
dance with  the  letter  from  the  Ministry 
of  Health  (C&D,  August  1,  p  138)  which 
stated  that  it  is  up  to  the  profession  to 
prepare  an  acceptable  scheme  of  limita- 
tion. 

The  Society's  Practice  of  Pharmacy  Com- 
mittee has  recently  issued  its  final  report 
(see  p  487). 

Representatives  of  all  six  pharmaceu- 
tical bodies  will  sit  on  the  working  party. 
Those  from  the  Council  and  Local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee  have  already  been 
appointed. 

Following  opposition  by  the  Society  to 
a  proposal  to  house  the  Pharmacy  De- 
partment at  Jordanstown  it  now  seems 


that  the  first  two  years  of  the  degree 
will  be  accommodated  within  Queen's 
University  immediately  and  the  last  two 
years'  as  soon  as  temporary  accommoda- 
tion is  available  in  the  main  University 
buildings. 

Conditions  for  the  Society's  prizes  have 
been  revised  to  apply  to  the  degree  exami- 
nations. The  C.  W.  Young  Scholarship 
whose  value  has  been  increased  to  £350 
was  awarded  to  Mr  R.  S.  B.  Rankin  and 
the  Theophilus  Harper  Foundation  to  Mr 
T.  R.  Lowther. 

The  Council  records  its  appreciation  of 
the  work  of  Mr  A.  T.  Hardy  who  resigned 
in  April  1970  and  through  whose  advice 
on  investments  it  was  possible  to  increase 
the  value  of  the  C.  W.  Young  Scholar- 
ship. 

The  Society's  finances  have  given  rise 
to  concern  in  recent  years  and  at  July  31, 
1969,  the  bank  overdraft  had  increased 
to  £4,406.  Council  believe  that  the  new 
fees  (C&D,  June  6,  p  871)  should  ensure 
the  elimination  of  the  overdraft  and  pro- 
vide sufficient  money  to  meet  increasing 
expenses  for  some  years. 

The  number  of  names  on  the  Register 
of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  fell  from  1 143 
to  1131  during  the  year  and  those  on  the 
Register  of  Registered  Druggists  from  13 
to  12.  The  Register  of  Apprentices  or 
Students  increased  from  39  to  40  and  eight 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists  were  registered 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  licences  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  issued 
fell  from  661  to  659. 


Election  comments 


A  statement  given  to  C&D  by  the  six 
successful  candidates  in  the  recent  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Northern  Ireland 
Council  election  (see  p  485)  reads  as 
follows : 

"The  result  is  no  more  than  a  vindica- 
tion of  the  seething  discontent  that 
has  been  building  up  in  the  profession  for 
a  very  long  time. 

"Attempts  have  been  made  to  create 
the  impression  that  the  group  of  mem- 
bers who  opposed  and  defeated  the  out- 
going members  of  Council  deliberately 
fomented  unrest  among  pharmacists. 
This  is  not  so. 

"The  unrest  was  already  there.  All  the 
group  did  was  to  provide  a  vehicle  for 
the  expression   of  that  discontent. 

"We  feel  that  our  action  was  justified 
as,  had  a  safety  valve  not  been  pro- 
vided, pressures  would  have  built  up 
that  would  have  threatened  the  very  exist- 
ence of  our  profession. 

"It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  the  action 
we  have  taken  will  lead  to  a  new  era 
of  confidence  and  co-operation  among 
pharmacists  which  will  enable  us  to  go 
forward  to  a  better  future  for  all." 

Following  his  defeat  Mr  J.  Kerr,  for- 
mer president  of  the  Society,  stated: 

"The  election  result  is  an  expression  of 
the  general  dissatisfaction  of  a  large 
section  of  pharmacy  with  their  remunera- 
tion and  present  conditions.  These  are 
matters  that  are  outside  the  powers  of 
the  Council. 


"It  is  also  an  expression  of  a  conserva- 
tive and  very  natural  reaction  to  change. 

"The  result  is  a  tribute  to  the  organisa- 
tion of  the  'group'.  It  is  only  fair  to  say 
that  popular  policies  may  gain  votes  but 
they  are  not  necessarily  progressive  and 
their  achievement  is  neither  practical  nor 
possible." 

Six  vacancies  only  were  available  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  seats  to 
be  replaced  was  reserved  by  the  Phar- 
macy (Northern  Ireland)  Act,  1925,  for 
a  representative  of  the  Registered  Drug- 
gists in  the  province.  There  are  now  only 
12  of  these  left  all  of  whom  have  reach- 
ed an  age  when  they  have  no  wish  to 
take  part  in  Council  activities.  It  was  this 
that  led  the  Council  in  1968  to  co-opt 
Mr  R.  D.  Duke,  a  pharmacist,  to  fill  the 
post  when  Mr  R.  M.  Watson,  the  sitting 
member  retired.  Since  the  announcement 
requesting  nominations  the  Council  have 
sought  legal  opinion  on  that  course  of 
action  and  been  advised  that  it  was  in- 
correct and  Mr  Duke  who  had  been  an- 
nounced as  being  returned  unopposed  has 
resigned. 

The  seat  will  remain  vacant  as  it  had 
been  the  intention  that  when  no  more 
Registered  Druggists  were  left  on  the 
Register  the  seat  would  automatically 
lapse. 

It  now  appears  that  that  situation  has 
been  reached  prematurely  with  the  failure 
of  an  eligible  candidate  to  come  forward 
for  election  or  co-option.

Making  pictures  out  of  doors  has  now 
been  simplified  to  an  extent  that  would 
have  been  inconceivable  ten  years  ago. 
Two  factors  have  contributed  primarily 
to  this  state  of  affairs.  One  was  the  virtu- 
ally instantaneously-accepted,  drop-in, 
126-cartridge  loading  system.  The  other 
was  the  introduction  of  extremely  simple 
exposure-determination  devices  coupled 
directly  to  the  lens  or  the  shutter. 

The  use  of  shorter  and  shorter  focal- 
length  lenses  also  removed  the  need  to 
set  a  focusing  scale  for  all  but  the  short- 
est distances  of  operation. 

For  indoor  photography  flash  is  the 
most  widely  used  and  most  convenient 
method  for  providing  sufficient  artificial 
light  to  make  a  picture.  Formerly  light- 
ing units,  connected  to  the  camera  by 
cables,  posed  something  of  a  problem,  but 
soon  these  were  mounted  on  the  camera 
by  means  of  built-in  shoes  or  accessory 
bars.  In  turn,  the  inter-connecting  cables 
disappeared  and  were  replaced  by  "hot- 


shoes"  in  which  the  electrical  connections 
were  made  automatically  when  the  light- 
ing unit  was  fixed  on  the  camera. 

Finally,  we  come  to  the  stage  where  the 
lighting  unit  is  of  the  throw-away  type, 
eg,  the  flash-cube,  that  plugs  straight  into 
the  top  or  side  of  the  camera  and  is  both 
mechanically  and  electrically  coupled  to 
the  camera  mechanism.  The  most  recent 
development  is,  of  course,  the  Magicube 
which  does  not  even  need  an  electrical 
supply  to  fire  it  although  there  is  still 
a  mechanical  connection  needed  to  rotate 
a  fresh  bulb  into  place  and  start  ignition. 

The  whole  point  of  these  developments, 
however,  is  not  just  one  of  theoretical  in- 
terest for  the  delectation  of  the  dedicated 
amateur  photographer  but  one  of  basic 
practical  simplification  for  what  used  to 
be  termed,  in  slightly  derisory  manner, 
"the  snapshotter"  —  ie,  someone  who 
wanted  to  take  pictures  and  not  to  be 
involved  in  the  mysteries  of  photography 
with  its  alleged  technical  expertise. 


Anyone  can  drive  a  motor-car,  even 
operate  a  colour  television  set  or  use  a 
tape-recorder,  but  photography  is  still  sus- 
pected of  being  "difficult"  or  requiring 
special  "know  how."  This  is  a  pity,  for 
today  it  is  absolutely  untrue,  whether 
picture-making  outdoors  or  indoors. 

With  this  innate  fear  of  the  process  it 
is  not  surprising  that  the  average  person 
is  somewhat  suspicious  about  the  whole 
operation  now  being  claimed  to  be  so 
easy  .  . .  and  the  only  way,  it  is  felt,  that 
anyone  can  be  convincing  about  the 
matter  is  to  be  quite  at  home  with  the 
reasons  why  it  is  far  less  difficult  than  it 
used  to  be  to  make  good  pictures. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to 
cameras  that  incorporate  controls  that 
would  once  have  been  set  by  the  user  and 
this,  without  doubt,  has  effectively  in- 
creased the  number  of  people  using  sim- 
ple cameras  out-of-doors  and  producing 
a  high  proportion  of  colour  pictures  of 
acceptable  quality  in  the  process.  There 
is  no  point  whatever  in  knowing  about 
one-shot  three-colour  cameras  and  their 
history,  interesting  enough  though  it  all  is. 
when  all  that  is  required  is  a  dozen  or 
twenty  or  more  snapshots  of  the  family 
on  holiday.  The  comparison  might  be 
drawn  with  being  expected  to  learn  all 
about  Blattner  and  his  steel-tape  recording 
devices  of  the  early- 1930s  in  order  to  be 
able  to  play  with  a  portable  tape-recorder. 

Nevertheless  if  one  does  know  the  basic 
facts  about  using  some  form  of  artificial 
light  —  and  flash  is  one  of  the  most 
convenient  —  then  it  is  much  easier  to 
be  convincing  when  selling  it.  Heaven 
preserve  us  from  the  expert  (and  there  are 
some  very  rude  definitions  of  that  over- 
worked designation)  who  will  contrive  to 
confuse  the  uninitiated  with  technicalities 
in  double-quick  time. 

Let's  take  a  look  at  the  matter  in  simple 
terms.  Present-day  manufacturing  methods 
produce  a  source  of  light  in  the  form 
of  single  bulbs  or  cubes  of  four  bulbs 
which  is  both  bright  and  consistent  in  the 
amount  of  light  which  is  emitted.  The  con- 
sistency of  output  is  just  as  important  as 
its  simplicity  of  use.  Forgetting  for  the 
moment  the  new  mechanical  Magicube, 
flashbulbs  require  a  source  of  energy  to 
ignite  them  properly  and  at  the  right  time, 
that  is,  when  the  internal  mechanism  of 
the  camera  orders  the  bulb  to  light  up. 

The  source  of  energy  is  a  battery  of 
some  kind  or  another  —  it  doesn't  really 
matter  whether  it  is  a  high-power,  high- 
energy,  alkaline  or  whatever  type.  It  must 
be  fresh  and  capable  of  delivering  enough 
electrical  energy  (call  it  "electricity"  if 
you  like)  to  fire  the  bulb  properly  and  at 
the  right  time.  If  you  don't  have  a  good 


and  more  complicated  apparatus  of  earlier  years,  now  happily  redundant 
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battery  in  a  torch  it  won't  light  up  —  as 
with  a  motor-car,  if  you  have  a  clapped- 
out  accumulator  then  the  self-starter  and 
the  ignition  system  won't  work  and  the 
lights  won't  light.  It's  as  simple  as  that. 
There  are  more  exposure  failures  from  dud 
batteries  than  from  dud  bulbs  .  .  .  and  this 
is  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  recent  intro- 
duction of  the  mechanically-fired  cube. 

Now,  having  accepted  the  fact  that  the 
light  output  of  a  bulb  is  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  constant  and  that  it  will  ignite 
when  commanded,  how  can  it  be  con- 
trolled? That  it  should  be  necessary  is 
obvious  if  one  realises  that  if  there  is 
enough  light  for  an  average  scene — say, 
in  a  living-room — then  some  account  will 
have  to  be  taken  of  the  excess  which  will 
be  available  if  a  close-up,  such  as  a 
portrait,  is  taken.  For  cameras  without 
any  automatic  means  of  effecting  this  (and 
many  will  be  capable  of  accepting  varia- 
tions in  distance  from  about  4  feet  to 
9  feet  from  the  subject  and  still  produce 
results  acceptable  to  most  people)  the 
"guide-number"  provides  the  answer. 

The  sensitivity  of  the  film  also  has  to 
be  taken  into  account  —  analogy  again 
with  the  motor-car,  some  petrols  have  a 
higher  "octane-rating"  than  others.  But 
for  any  given  combination  of  film  and 
flashbulb,  a  single  number  which  is 
printed  on  the  side  of  the  carton  in 
which  the  bulbs  are  supplied  by  the 
makers  suffices.  It  may  be  a  "foot"  guide- 
number  or  a  "metre"  guide-number. 

Let's  assume  for  the  moment  that  it  is 
a  foot  guide-number.  If  that  number  is 
divided  by  the  distance  in  feet  between 
the  camera  and  the  person  or  scene  to  be 
photographed  then  the  answer  will  be  the 
setting  at  which  the  lens  opening  (f/-  num- 
ber) must  be  put.  One  simple  example: 
Foot  guide-number  of  100;  distance  12 
feet  —  divide  12  into  a  100  and  the 
answer  is  near  enough  to  8  .  .  .  and  that 
means  f/8  on  the  lens-setting  ring.  There 
is  no  need  to  go  into  considerations  of 
decimal  points  or  cosine  laws:  f/8  is  the 
effective  practical  answer. 

So  far  we've  only  considered  flash-bulbs, 
but  precisely  the  same  remarks  apply  to 
electronic-fiash.  The  light  output  is  equally 
constant  provided  that  the  batteries  are 
fresh  or  the  accumulators  properly 
charged  and  the  little  neon  indicator 
comes  into  operation  quickly  and  pulses 
fast  and  regularly.  It  should,  perhaps,  be 
pointed  out  once  again  that  whatever  in- 
formation is  given  here  is  not  in  any 
way  intended  to  override  the  instruc- 
tion booklet  provided  with  the  equip- 
ment by  the  manufacturers. 

It's  a  strong  thing  but  there  are  still  far 
too  many  people  who  either  cannot  or 
will  not  read  the  "book  of  words":  the 
manufacturer  isn't  out  to  diddle  the  cus- 
tomer, he  wants  his  product  to  be  used 
effectively  (otherwise  it  won't  continue 
to  sell)  and  generally  he  tries  very  hard 
indeed  to  get  over  to  the  user  the  essential 
operating  instructions  for  his  equipment 
in  as  simple  a  manner  as  possible. 

Guide-numbers  are  also  given  for 
various  kinds  of  film  with  different  types 
of  electronic  flash  and  the  same  simple 
calculation  is  used  to  find  out  what  lens 
opening  to  use  at  what  distance  between 


camera  and  scene.  A  useful  tip  here:  if 
the  lens  opening  of  the  camera  is  a  fixed 
one  and  the  division  sum  shows  that  there 
will  be  too  much  light  from  either  flash- 
bulb or  electronic-flash  it  is  simple  matter 
to  point  the  flash  reflector  slightly  up- 
wards (what  is  often  referred  to  as 
"bounce-light"  because  the  light  is 
bounced  off  the  ceiling)  to  reduce  its 
direct  power.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the 
reflector  cannot  conveniently  be  tilted, 
then  a  thin  handkerchief  or  a  layer  of 
tissue  paper  will  not  only  cut  down  the 
light  but  also  diffuse  it  to  some  extent. 

It  is  quite  simple  nowadays  to  produce 
flash  pictures  with  rather  more  ambitious 
lighting  than  the  "flat"  impression  pro- 
duced with  the  flash  on  the  camera.  With 
someone  to  help,  two  lights  can  be  coupled 
together  with  dual  extension  leads  for  the 
flash  synchronising-lead  to  the  camera. 
It  is  then  possible  to  use  the  classical  45° 
lighting,  with  one  lamp  a  little  nearer  the 
person  or  scene  and  to  produce  quite  a 
good  professional  result.  This  is  where 
even  a  little  knowledge  can  help  to  bring 
further  sales  of  equipment  and  accessories. 

So  far,  we've  discussed  the  manual  con- 
trol of  both  flash-cubes  and  electronic- 
flash,  but  even  further  developments  have 
taken  place  so  far  as  electronic-flash  is 
concerned.  Instead  of  human  calculations 
having  to  be  done,  the  latest  units  in- 
corporate an  electronic  "sensing"  com- 
ponent to  determine  the  optimum  amount 
of  light  to  be  used  for  picture  making. 
Although  the  engineering  may  be  com-

plicated,  as  far  as  the  user  is  involved 
it  would  be  hard  to  find  anything  simpler. 

The  new  devices  can  provide  a  fixed 
amount  of  light  —  the  maximum  of 
which  they  are  capable  for  a  given  scene, 
BUT  if  the  amount  of  light  directed  to- 
wards the  scene  is  greater  than  is  neces- 
sary, the  sensing  mechanism  (which  looks 
at  the  light  reflected  from  the  scene  or 
person  until  it  is  deemed  by  it  to  be  suffi- 
cient for  a  correct  exposure)  quenches  the 
flash  before  the  total  energy  that  is 
available  is  used  up.  This  is,  then,  just 
one  more  step  forward  to  eliminating  cal- 
culations and  guess-work  by  the  camera 
user  so  making  his  life  simpler. 

Although  these  devices  are  of  consider- 
able interest  to  the  technician  in  their  in- 
genuity, the  real  point  is  that  they  pro- 
vide in  one  simple  piece  of  apparatus  a 
means  of  giving  just  the  right  amount  of 
light  for  most  occasions.  However,  they 
are  not  completely  idiot-proof,  unfor- 
tunately, as  they  have  to  be  fitted  with 
fresh  batteries  or  the  tiny  built-in  accumu- 
lators have  to  be  fully  charged  to  ensure 
their  proper  working  and  the  film-speed 
index  has  to  be  set  and  correctly  related 
to  the  lens  opening  to  be  used.  But  these 
points  can  be  met  with  a  little  intelligence. 

At  the  present  time  the  technologists 
and  the  manufacturers  of  the  equipment 
they  design  and  develop  have  done  more 
than  their  fair  share  towards  making 
indoor  photography  a  simple  and  fascinat- 
ing hobby.  The  next  two  stages  are  (i)  to 
sell  that  equipment  wisely  and  effectively 
and  (ii)  to  ensure  that  the  customer  gets 
the  maximum  benefit  from  his  outlay  in 
acceptable  results  in  pictures  in  his  hand 
or  on  his  screen. 

It  will  probably  have  been  noted,  by 
now,  that  the  word  "acceptable"  has  been 
used  as  an  adjective  in  connection  with  the 
word  "results"  and  this  is  international. 
The  dedicated  amateur  photographer  will 
go  to  great  lengths  to  try  to  produce  pic- 
tures which  are  "good"  to  "excellent"  with 
the  hope  that  they  may  be  exhibited  at 
his  local  club.  No  one  would  quibble 
about  these  earnest  endeavours  and  would 
support  the  enthusiasm  that  is  required. 

One  the  other  hand,  for  every  keen 
amateur  there  are  hundreds  of  people  who 
want  to  get  results  which  please  them  and 
their  friends.  If  the  occasional  picture  is 
out-of-focus  slightly  or  less  well-exposed 
than  is  strictly  desirable  it  is  a  pity  but 
not  a  disaster.  These  are  the  people  who 
contribute  to  real  turnover  —  they  should 
be  helped  for  obvious  reasons.  Their  wal- 
let of  prints  should  not  just  be  shoved 
into  their  hands  —  even  the  smallest 
amount  of  real  interest  shown  in  their 
pictures  will  encourage  them  to  try  again. 

These  are  your  customers  of  the  future 
—  the  people  who  should  be  encouraged 
and  helped.  But  help  cannot  be  given 
without  a  basic  understanding  on  your 
part  of  what  is  involved  in  modern  flash- 
photography.  You  don't  nowadays  need 
to  take  an  advanced  course  in  photo- 
graphic technology  or  electronics  to  be 
able  to  understand  the  fundamentals  of 
indoor  photography.  Simplicity  is  the 
keynote.  Master  these  essentials  and  you'll 
be  well  on  the  way  to  increased  sales 
durina  the  winter  months.

It  is  not  generally  realised  that  there 
ire  quite  so  many  "contacts"  in  the  elec- 
rical  chain  of  battery,  camera  and  flash: 
it  the  start  there  are  two  connections  to 
he  battery  (and  four  if  a  pair  of  batteries 
s  used),  two  to  the  flash  and  one  asso- 
rted with  the  camera  shutter  mechanism 
i  minimum  of  five  points  at  which  high 
resistance  due  to  dirty  contacts  or  com- 
lete  lack  of  continuity  may  occur.  By 
lesigning  a  flashcube  which  is  mechani- 
ally    ignited    the    manufacturers  have 


eliminated  these  weak  links  in  the  chain. 

Kodak  Ltd  introduced  at  "Photokina" 
new  versions  of  the  already  established 
133,  233  and  333  Instamatic  cameras,  each 
with  the  "X"  suffix,  indicating  that  they 
may  be  used  only  with  the  new  Magicube. 

The  specifications  for  the  three  cameras 
closely  follow  those  of  the  original  series 
but  with  the  important  addition  of  a  black 
triangular  "flag"  which  appears  in  the 
viewfinder  to  indicate  that  the  bulb  in 
position  has  been  fired.  This  only  comes  in- 
to operation  with  a  Magicube  in  position. 

Another  important  feature  is  the  re- 
styled  packing  and  presentation  of  the 
cameras  which  should  materially  assist  the 
dealer  in  drawing  his  customers'  attention 
to  the  new  colour  outfits.  Each  contains 
a  camera,  a  cartridge  of  Kodacolor-X  film 
and  an  Atlas  flashcube  of  the  new  type; 
there  is  also  a  strap. 

From  the  new  range  we  selected  the 
Model  233-X  as  likely  to  be  typical  of  the 
whole  and  a  review  of  it  now  follows.

Near  the  base  of  the  right-hand  side 
panel  is  the  release  catch  for  the  left-hand 
hinged  opening  back.  No  tripod  bush  is 
provided. 


The  reproduction  is  from  the  centre  of 
an  8x  enlargement  and  is  shown  same 
size.  Normal  speed  black-and-white  film 
was  exposed  in  the  camera  placed  on  a 
firm  support  and  the  negative  was  de- 
veloped in  a  standard  developer.  A 
"straight"  enlargement  was  made  on 
normal  paper,  simulating  a  whole-plate 
print  which  is  usually  the  largest  size 
asked  for  from  this  size  of  negative 

The  lens  is  of  fixed-focus  type  and  the 
"weather  symbols"  control  the  iris  open- 
ing, as  do  the  distance-settings  for  flash, 
marked  in  both  metres  and  feet. 

Performance :  Pictures  were  taken  both 
outside  and  inside,  using  126  Verichrome 
Pan  (processed  in  D76),  and  the  results 
were  excellent.  The  bright-line  viewfinder 
is  easy  to  use  and  gives  an  image  about 
two-thirds  life-size,  with  a  small  margin  of 
extra  coverage  on  the  negative.  The  new 
style  of  flashcube  fired  without  failure  on 
each  shot  giving  good  coverage  and  even 
exposure. 

Presentation :  Moulded  plastic  inner 
housing  camera,  cartridge,  cube  and  wrist- 
sling,  with  transparent  top  cover,  the 
whole  assembly  sliding  into  an  outer  which 
may  also  be  used  as  an  inclined  display 
stand  for  window  dressing.  The  differen- 
tiation between  the  older  series  and  the 
new  is  clearly  indicated  by  a  bold  "X" 
on  the  labelling.  The  multi-lingual  instruc- 
tion book  is  separable  for  retention  of  the 
appropriate  language  version,  the  re- 
mainder of  the  sheets  being  discarded.  It 
is  admirably  brief  and  clearly  illustrated. 
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These  develop  their  own  picture
